UNITED NATIONS, N-Y., Nov. 
16—Britain today followed the 
ilead of the United States in 
promising nuclear material to the 
proposed international agency for 
developing peacetime uses of 
atomic power. 

Anthony Nutting told the 
United Nations Political Commit- 
tee the Upited Kingdom would 
donate 44 pounds of. fissionable 
material. 

He announced that he was au- 
thorized to say that Britain “‘is 
prepared to hold available, as an 
initial contribution earmarked 
for agency projects, a quantity of 
20 kilos ((44 pounds) of fission- 
able material, to serve as fuel in 
experimental atomic reactors.” 


“This United Kingdom contri- 
bution can be’made available as 
required,” he said. 


The Britsh declaration. was 
prompted by the announcement 
yesterday by American Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. that 
the United States would give 220 
pounds of fissionable material 
for distribution through the 
world agéncy to operate experi- 
mental reactors in selected places 
throughout the world.

Postwar Developments 
and. New Materials 


Make the Instrument} 


Approved in 1945 Ob- 
solete, He Says.

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
will appoint soon & committee 
of experts to re-write or revise 
drastically the city building code, 
he announced today. 

Speaking before the St. Louis 
Electrical Board of Trade at 
Hotel Statler, Mayor Tucker 
said the present code, approved 
in 1945, has been considered 
one of the best in the country, 
but postwar development of new 
building materials already had 
made it obsolete. 


Tucker described aiso terms 
of a proposed amendment to the 
code, introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen Oct. 29, which 
would permit elevators in park- 
ing garages. He explained that 
some off-street parking opera- 
tors had expressed interest in 
such devices. 


They would reduce the amount 
of space now required by ramps 
to move vehicles to upper floors. 
Elevators are banned under the 
present code “simply because no 
one had satisfactorily developed 
such a device when the present 
code was enacted,”. he said. 


Discussing plans for a new 
building code, the Mayor said 
he believed the instrument as 
finally approved would. permit 
builders to take advantage of 
new materials and thus cut con- 
struction costs. 


Specifications Rigid. 


“Our present code is what the 
trade calls a specification. code,” 
he said. “It sets up in many 
cases specifications which must 
be met even though there is a 
new development in the indus- 
try which would make a sub- 
stitution of new materials de- 
sirable. 

“In most cases the present 
code gives maximum fire pro- 
tection for the building through 
rigid requirements for fire- 
resistant “walls. But on, the 
other hand there seems to be a 
greater need for protection of 
the contents of buildings with 
sprinkler systems. 

“In recent years there have 
been some amendments to thé 
code, but this approach is un- 
satisfactory in most cases. Such 
an approach can only result in 
a piecemeal instrument which 
will be confusing to the indus- 


“I can assure you that no 
changes will be permitted in the 
new code which will reduce the 
safety factor one iota from 
either a fire or structural stand- 
point.”

Whalers Report Being 
Bombed and Fired On — 
‘Pirates,’ Lima Says. 


LIMA, Now 16 (UP)—Peru- 
vian air and Naval. forces today 
seized five whaling ships of a 
fleet operated by Greek million- 
aire Aristotle Oanassis in What 
some sources described as a “set 
battle.” 

The Peruvian government an- 
nounced only that the five. whal- 
ers had been captured inside 
the 200-mile offshore zone over 
which Peru claims jurisdiction. 

(In Panama, sources close to 
the Panama government, said 
radio reports from, the whaling 
fleet’s mother ship, the Olympic 
Chanllenger, were received siiy- 
ing: “We are being bombeb and 
fired at by a Peruvian plane.”) 

Peruvian officials said they 
had mobilized tHe nation’s. navy 
and air force against Onassis’ 
fleet. These sources said they. 
were engaged in operations in 
“deefnse of the national sover- 
eignty and of the country’s ma- 
rine wealth.” 

(The Onassis fleet is under 
Panamanian registry. A mes- 
sage received in Panama from | 
two. aPnama inspectors aboard 
the Olympic Challenger said the 
ship was sending distress sig- 
nals from a point 380 miles off 
the Peruvian coast.) 

The Peruvian government said 
the ships had been found op- 
eriatng inside the forbidden 200- 
mile zone. A division ‘of Peru- 
vian. destroyers captured four of 
the whaling ships and a fifth 
was forced by a air force plane 
to proceed to the port of Talara 
as : prisoner, the announcement 
Sala. 

The whaling fleet was sur- 
prised 180 miles off the coast of 
Aguja Point and surrendered 
without resistance, according to 
the official version. 

The announcement said other 
Peruvian naval ships set out to- 
day for “mopping up opera- 
tions” against the “pirate fleet.”

RUSSIA MATCHES US. 
IN MAGNESIUM YIELD 


All of Theirs Put to Military 
Use, American Expert 
Declares. 


— 


Russia’s production of mag- 
| hesium by the end of the year 


|will equal that of the United 
|States for the first time, and 
all of it will go into military use 
with most of the metal being 
|channeled to their air force, J. 
|S. Kirkpatrick, president: of the 
‘Magnesium Association, said 
,here yesterday. 

Kirkpatrick, who spoke at the 
(afternoon session of the tenth 
‘annual convention of the asso- 
ciation at Chase Hotel, said Rus- 
isia by 1956 would be producing 
half the world’s supply of mag- 
nesium. The three-day meeting 
| will continue through temorrow. 
| “Military authorities 
|that Russia’s air force is the 
largest on earth, and with their 
large use of mnagnesium they are 
,trying to make it the best,” 
| Kirkpatrick said. “It is impor- 
tant that we increase primary 
production of magnesium to 
maintain our military suprem- 
acy.” 

Magnesium he told his audi- 
ence, is classed as one of the 
modern metals. 

Lightest Metal. 

“It is the lightest structural 
metal known to man. and its 
supply is virtually inexhausti- 
ble,” he declared. ““Magnesium 
is refined from sea-water, a 
cubic mile of which yields about 
12,000,000 pounds. 

Kirkpatrick said that in the 
same period of Russia’s amazing 
increased magnesium  produc- 
tion, the United States supply 
has decreased with the closing 
of Government-owned facilities. 
He pointed out that in modern 
warfare, “with the emphasis on 
air power and light weight air- 
borne military equipment, the 
relative national production of

magnesium is of even greater 
significance.” , . 
There is undisputable  evi- 


dence, he continued, that Rus- 
| sia is using far more magnesium 
‘in aircraft production, in guided 
missiles and other

Arthur H. Compton, former

HE nearly unanimous view 
T of Washington correspon- 
dents covering the State De- 
partment is that veteran foreign 
service officer John _ Paton 
Davies Jr. is the victim of a 
Government security program 
which ran off the rails.

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For Charter Reform Now 


Members of Alderman Anton Niemeyer’s alder- 
manic Legislation Committee are employing & 
cheap political trick in an effort to stall the drive 
for governmental reform in St. Louis. They are 
permitting dust to gather on Mayor Tucker's 
bill calling ah election Jan. 25 for selection of 
freeholders to draft a new City Charter. 

A new charter is a municipal necessity. The 
present one is more than 40 years old. It sets 
up a good deal of unnecessary and costly dupli- 
cation of activity in City Hall. It leaves import- 
ant areas of: government outside the personnel 
and fiséal authority of the City Administration, 
In this day afd age St. Louis can no longer 
afford to do business of such costly tetims. 

ether Mt. Niemeyer and his colleagues real- 
ize it or not, the people afte not going to Bit still 
for any politically inspited delays in getting on 
with the business of rewriting the charter. If 
the aldermén havé atiy doubts on that score, 
they need ofily look at the returns in their wards 
on the earnings tax election. In the city as a 
whole it passed 6 to 1, But in some residential 
wards the favorable fatio approached 10 to 1. 

The demand for éharter reform is a corollary 
of the people’s decision to permit the aldermen 
to levy the earnings tax, St. Louisans are willing 
to pay highet taxes provided they know the 
money isn't going down some rat hole—or, more 
appropriately, into a trough in which too many 
snouts ate firmly stuck. 

Cynics among the aldermen may think that 
in approving the earnings tax the people were 
merely out to stick county residents who work 
in the city. The facts do not support such a con- 
clusion. St. Louisans themselves are carrying’ 
the big burden of this tax—$5,500,000 a year as 
compared with only about $2,786,000 from the 
county.

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To End Doubt and Alarm 


We are glad the United States Supreme Court 
has decided to hear the loyalty case of Dr. John 
P. Peters, senior professor of medicine at Yale. 

Dr. Peters was fired last year as a consultant 
to the Surgeon General because a Civil Service 
review board said there was reasonable doubt 
about his loyalty. Although Dr. Peters asserted 
his loyalty under oath, his appeal to the review 
board was dismissed on the basis of secret infor- 
mation, given by persons not under oath, who 
never appeared at the hearing and whose names 
were not disclosed to the doctor. He said he had 
no chance to defend himself. : 

The Government must at all times have a pru- 
dent and vigilant concern about those it employs 
—especially in so-called “sensitive positions.” It 
is under no obligation to keep a man in its eni- 
ploy. But when he is dropped with an announced 
doubt about his loyalty, such action must rest 
on a fair foundation. 

Where does the line run between a free man’s 
rights and the state’s self-protection? About this 
there should be no doubt in the citizenry nor in 
those who make up the Government. We trust 
the Supreme Court will leave none. 
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Candidates by the Bunch 


Attorney General John M. Dalton’s ruling that | 
candidates for the St. Louis School Board need 
no longer file nominating petitions is likely to 
encourage capricious filings. This will result in a 
long, confusing ballot that will work a hardship 
on the voters. 

Under the old rule, candidates were required 
to obtain several thousand signatures on their 
hominating papers. All that is required now is 
that they notify the board of their intention to 
run, although the board evidently can set up 
reasonable regulations for such notification. If 
it also can set a filing fee—say $100, the sum 
required to file’ for party committeeman—it. 
should do so. 

That might help, but of course it would be a 


mere stopgap until the Legislature can set the . 


matter straight. All that the Legislature needs — 
to do is spell out the old rule requiring petitions 
bearing signatures equal to at least 2 per cent 
of the vote in the last previous state election in 
St. Louis.

What Books Are Saying 
THE LITERARY SITUATION, By Malcolm Cowley. 

(Viking Press., 259 pgs., $3.75.) 

The Times Literary Supplement of 
London, in its recent, admirable survey 
of American literature, acknowledged 
our critics to be among the best in the 
English language, but qualified this 
praise with the charge that some of 
them were more interested ‘in criticism 
than in creativity. No one can level 
this accusation against Malcolm Cowley, 
even by implication. This new book of 
his, in which he turns a scrutinizing eye 
on our literary situation at this midpoint 


_in the century, is very much concerned 


with our writers as writers and not as 
objects for didactic dissection. 

Not that he ignores criticism by any 
means. 


portant point that 
needs to be made, 
namely, that litera- 
ture come before 
criticism. “The fifti- 
eth book on Melville 
will either repeat or 
expand the first 
49," he _ writes. 
“What critics now 
need is new novels, 
Sime new poems, hew 
dramas of sufficient

Another refresh- 
ing departure in Mr. Cowley'’s book is 
his consideration of groups of novels 
rather than individual writers. His pen- 
etrating examination of the flabby, 
spineless school of novelists whose work 
he lumps under the title of “new fic- 
tion,” is a caustic but fully merited 
piece of castigation. We are all familiar 
with examples of these negative novels, 
which haven’t done very well either with 
the public or the critics. These books 
are “aggressively nonsocial, and nor- 
political,” Mr. Cowley points out, and 
adds: “The authors try not to express 
their own ideas, and the characters drift 
on their stream of consciousness with- 
out ever really thinking.” Names like

houses are not (as’some of them claim) 
promoting culture.

ERHAPS NO POLITICAL CAREER offers such intriguing 
Speculation as that of Vice President Richard M. Nixon — 
It is very plain that he thinks he is going 


places—higher places; and that he .is willing to work day and 


night for his ambition. 


Confidence in one’s self and 
energy are attributes that. have 
carried less well-equipped poli- 
ticians far. The Fb a 
Californian has 
just come from 
an adventure 
in rough -and- 
ready politics 
that won him 
the publicly ex- 
pressed com- 
mendation of 
his chief, Pres- 
ident Eisen- 
hower, as well 
as the grati- 
tude and ad- 
miration of 
campaign managers of his party. 

What the President described 
in a warm, personal letter as “a 
back*reaking load of hard, 
tedious, day-by-day and state- 
by-state campaigning” breaks | * 
down in cold statistics to 48 days 
on the road addin ng up to 26,000 
miles by airplane’to 95 cities in 
30 states for a grand total of 
204 speeches. 


Gamble on Duties. 


Democrats take an entirely 
different view of the Vice Presi- 
dent’s campaigning. In fact, 
party leaders are bitter over 
some of his rash and reckless 
innuendoes. But the Vice Pres- 
ident reckoned on that before 
he set forth, decided to take the 
gamble and the risk. 

He took a chance on what- 
ever it might mean in his day- 
by-day life thereafter at the 
Capitol. There he is thrown 
constantly with~ Democrats in 
the Senate’ over which it is his 
official duty to preside. 

It could handicap him in 
what might naturally be ex- 
pected to become one of his 
chief roles in the Eighty-fourth 
Congress that convenes in Jan- 
uary —that is, liaison between 
the President and the Demo- 
cratic leaders who will manage 
the Senate, as they will the 
House. 


In the Middle. 


However, that would be a 
business relationship and_per- 
haps the Vice President would 
be adroit enough to carry off 
whatever chores he‘might find 
as go-between for the President 
and the Democratic Senate 
leaders. 

Only time will ‘tell whether 
Democrats will find it worth- 
while to try to trip up the man 
who offended them during the 
campaign. 

As for the Vice President, his 
future does not lie, of course, 
with Democrats nor can it be 
affected much by what they 
may think of him. His future is 
with his own party. So how he 
operates with his own party is 
what will be closely watched 
for clues as to whether he has 
a future. 

There the President needs a 
liaison—that is, with his own 
party—as much, if not more, 


Nixon, 


than with the Democrats. It is 
that role with which Dick Nixon 
will most concern himself, as he 
has, in fact, in the first two 
years of the Administration. 
The big problem that con- 
fronts the President in his own 


party is keeping peace between 
his—the Eisenhower—wing and 
the Old Guard wing. The lat- 
ter is more numerous in both 
branches of Congress. But the 
President must not only keep 
the peace. 

He must keep the party, that 
is, prevent the right-wingers 
from stealing it away from him 
as it is their intention to do 
in the next tWo years. 


Takes President’s Role. 


It is certain that the Vice 
- ident will offer himself up 
he vehicle of appeasement. 

He is, in fact, just now trying 
to act in that capacity in the 
current Joe McCarthy dilemma, 
that is, the censure proceedings. 

To make a place for himself, 
the Vice President has a greater 
opportunity than anyone who 
has held the office in a long 
time. This is because he is serv- 
ing under a President who has 
less inclination to exert forceful 
leadership than have other Pres- 
idents in recent times and thus 
keeps aloof from Congress. 

This leaves the way open for 
the Vice President to assume 
an active role as the President’s 
agent in dealing with Congress. 
That Mr. Nixon is prepared to 
do, and with wider range open 
to him since the party will not. 
control the new Congress and 
therefore its designated leader- 
ship is less cohesive and pow- 
erful. 


Odds Against Him. 


Not in 118 years has a Vice 
President won the presidency 
in his own right, that is, as a 
candidate of its convention 
elected by the people. The last 
was Martin Van Buren, the 
hand-picked successor of An- 
drew Jackson. Vice Presidents 
who have since become Pres- 
ident have stepped into the suc; 
cession through death. 

So, Richard Nixon, if he de- 
sires to become President—as is 
generally presumed—has quite 
a precedent to overcome. It is 
doubtful that, with his youth 
and his ambition, he will regard 
it as insurmountable. 

If President Eisenhower runs 
again, it will be the Vice Pres- 
ident’s job to get renominated 
also, so that he woyld still be 
in a strategic position for the 
future. 

If President Eisenhower abso- 
lutely refuses to run despite all 
the pressure that party man- 
agers are certain to bring upon 
Aim—then Dick Nixon has a 
clear field for his try on his 
own, a field that you may be 
sure will be fairly cluttered with 
others, but just who they might 
be it is not clear now. And that 
helps Vice President Nixon.

LIONEL BARRYMORE 
DIES IN ALLY WOOD 


Illustrious Actor ‘Actor Stricken at 
Home After Reciting 
From Macbeth, 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18 (AP) 
—Grumpy- sounding, warm- 
hearted Lionel , long 
one of the most illustrious of 
actors, ig dead. He was 76 
years old. 

Stricken at home Sunday night 
shortly after reciting the “To- 
morrow and tomorrow and to- 
morrow” soliloquy from Shake- 
speare’s Macbeth, the senior 
member of acting’s “Royal 
Family” died last night. 

He had been in a coma 19 
hours at Valley Hospital. A 
complication of ailments in- 
cluded arthritis, which, after 
two hip fractures, had forced |= 
him to use a wheelchair and 
crutches the last 17 years. Heart 
congestion was given as the im- 
mediate cause of death. 

Only Ethel Barrymore, a year 
younger, survives Lionel in the 
famed family triumvirate of 
stage and screen. Their brother 
John died in 1942. 

Radio fans remember Lionel 
as narrator of the Sunday night 
“Hall of Fame” and for his an- 
nual Christmas enactment of 
Dickens's crusty “Scrooge.” His 
last movie was “Lone Star,” in 
1951, with Clark Gable and Ava 
Gardner. 

Last Evening at Home. 

Mr, Barrymore's last evening 
at home was described by Miss 
Bensoi Wheeler, sister of his 
secretary, Miss Florence Wheel- 
er, niece of his late second wife. 
Mr. Barrymore had lived with 
them and thefr mother, Mrs. J. 
E. Wheeler, in suburban Chats- 
worth for the last 18 years. 

Miss Benson Wheeler said the 
four had dinner Sunday night 
and, as they frequently did, 
joked and recited quotations 
from Shakespeare. Mr. Barry- 
more spoke a favorite soliloquy 
spoken by Macbeth following 
the death of his wife. 

It includes the words: 

. . « Out, out, brief candle, 

“Life’s but a walking shadow, 
a poor player 

“That struts and frets his hour 
upon the stage 

“And then is heard no 
more ... 

Miss Wheeler. continued: “We 
were watching television about 
9 o’clock when..ke began to 
breathe heavily. My sister Flor- 
ence and a nurse who happened 
to be visiting us, Ella Nordahl, 
helped him to the door for some 
fresh air. But the fresh air 
didn’t seem to help him much.” 

As his condition worsened, a 
doctor was called, The actor 
was taken to the hospital and 
placed in an oxygen tent. 

Clan Appeared on Stage in 1752. 

The Barrymore-Drew clan to 
which Lionel belonged had first 
appeared on the stage in 1752. 
Lionel was born in Philadelphia 
to the celebrated theatrical team 
of Maurice and Georgia Drew 
Barrymore. He was educated in 
New York and by private tutors 
and attended Seton Hall, Or- 
ange, N.J. 

He made his debut on the 
New York stage at 15 in “ 
Rivals,” in which his grand- 
mother, Mrs. John Drew, played 
Mrs. Malaprop. 

Lionel. afterward recalled that 
his grandmother sent him a 
note telling him regretfully he 
was “somewhat inadequate” and 
no longer needed in the cast.

A plea for closer liaison be- 
Korean and American 
newspaper men to prevent con- 
tinuing political misunderstand- 


ing was made in St. Louis today 
by Keun-soo Lim, executive di- 
rector of the Seoul Daily News. 


Lim's newspaper is one of 
Korea's. four largést. He is 
traveling*in this country under 
auspices of the State Depart- 
ment of the United States. 


“A big gap must be bridged 
if there are not to be further 
misconceptions and _ resultant 
working at cross purposes,” he 
said. “It is strange, but Korean 
and American leaders in all oth- 
er fields enjoy better and more 
mutually beneficial relationships 
than do journalists of ” two 

countries. 


“Examples of cbeperation are 
plentiful in religion, engineer- 
ing, commerce and industry. Yet 
misunderstandings that develop 
between our countries’ newspa- 
per men are the more serious in 
import. 

“In Seofl the American cor- 
respondents are always busy and 
intent on specific assignments. 
They never have time to sit 
down, talk and exchange points 
of view. 


“As I see it, there are two 
ways to try to reach apprecia- 
tion of one another's point of 
view. One would be to hold a 
conference of Korean and Amer- 
ican editors in this country. 


“Another would be to set up 
exchange scholarships for prom- 
ising young Korean reporters 
and journalism students, so that 
they could live for a year in the 
United States and study at your 
journalism schools to learn more 
a modern concepts of their 
craft.” 


Lim, 38 years old, majored 
in oriental history at Chosun 
Christian College and also took 
two years’ graduate study of 
Christian religious philosophy at 
the same college, where his 
teachers included the Rev. Ros- 
coe C. Coen, now a Presbyterian 
minister in Vandalia, III. 


Lim has taught Chinese and 
English language and literature 
in addition to his newspaper 
work. From 1948 to 1950 he 
served as chief of protocol in 
the Korean Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs. He left St. Louis today 
to confer with faculty members 
of the University of Missouri 
School of Journalism at Colum- 
bia.

The trip marked the first 
flight by a member of the Eisen- 
hower family in the new Super- 
Constellation which is being 
broken in for the President's use 
by Lt. Col. William Draper, pilot, 
Draper said Mrs. Eisenhower 
decided on the trip Sunday night 
when she heard that the plane 
was being flown here. 


The plane had flown 172 
hours, Draper said, and he want- 
ed to record 200 hours before 
flying the President. While Mrs. 
Eisenhower shopped, Draper and 
the crew flew to Bermuda and 
back to test the plane further. 


Mrs. Eisenhower was 50 
enamoured with one of her new 
hats that she insisted on wear- 
ing it home. She halted in the 
lobby of the Waldorf's apart- 
ments to allow reporters to see 
her new acquisition — a small 
gray felt cloche trimmed with 
narrow braid of a slightly light- 
er shade. The hat just matched 
the gray cloth suit she was wear-

hungry are “unpopular” abroad, 
hence are impractical. 

In an address to the National 
Foreign Trade convéntion, Butz 
said it is possible that the Gov- 
ernment’s investment in farm 
surpluses—now about six billion 
dollars—may rise to eight bil- 
lion dollars before spring. 
“What can we do with our ex- 
cess agricultural production?” 
Butz asked. “There is one well- 
meant suggestion that is. made 
to us almost daily—just send it 
overseas.” 

Butz said that what this coun- 
try thinks of as a “simple, logi- 
cal and humanitarian” proposal 
is given a “less charitable name 
by some of our foreign friends.” 
“They call it ‘dumping,’” he 
said. “At every hand we are 
admonished to use care that we 
do not upset the world market, 
that we do not wreck world 
prices, that we do not use our 
surpluses to ruin foreign farm- 
ers, and, we must admit, often 
these are the fears of honest 
men.”

The sea battle was the Reds’ 
first naval triumph in the 
coastal war. They thus stripped 
from the thin Nationalist Navy 
one of the warships turned over 
to Chiang Kai-shek by the Unit- 
ed States. The Taiping formerly 
was the U.S.S. Decker. 

(The United Press reported 
from Washington that a Defense 
Department spokesman sajd to- 
day the United States has trans- 
ferred a “substantial number” 
of PT boats and other small pa- 
trol] craft'to the Chinese Nation- 
alists over the last two years. 
He said the vessels were part of 
the over-all United States mili- 
tary aid program.

‘Me, My Raft and the Sea’ - 


Much Work, Little Sleep Aboard Raft 


This fs the third in a series 
of articles by a 61-year-old 
American Who sailed alone this 
summer on a raft 6400 miles 
across the Pacific from Peru to 
Pago Pago.

T IS getting close to dawn. 

I always feel deadly tired at 

this The wind seems to. 
be hauling around a little to the 
sdutherly. The raft is 1800 miles 
and 35 days out of Callao, some 
800 miles past the Galapagos 
Islands. The night has been 
long with a great deal of work 


and continuous watching of the 
cent, And I'll be busy all 


y. 

The work is incessant. Be- 
cause I am alone, moreover, the 
premium is on speed. Something 
always needs to be done to keep 
the raft in shape and sailing. It 
is July 27, and with the hurri- 
cane season starting anytime 
after August, I must press ahead. 
I eat in haste, sleep in snatches, 
work and fish as fast as I can. I 
have followed this routine since 
the start of my cross-Pacific 
journey on my raft, the “Seven 
Little Sisters,” June 22, and I 
will continue it 80 days more 
until I reach Samoa, my desti- 
nation. 

I peer at the compass in the 
light of the lantern. It reads 
west, as it has for a long time, 
ever since I cleared the Gala- 
pagos. I feel like lying down, 
but I have felt that way for 
weeks. This I have learned: one 
gets used even to utter exhaus- 
tion if. he is happy otherwise— 
and I am happy. For, ever since 
the two-day attack that struck 
my solar plexus and crippled 
me about two weeks ago, I have 
been getting steadily over my 
course, settled to routine. 

As I do every: day at this time, 
I turn and look eastward. The 
first light is in the clear sky. 
The wind has steadied, at 15 
miles an hour. All but the big- 
gest stars have gone. It is time 
to get ready for the day. I tie 
the wheel and watch to see how 
the raft steers itself. 

The arrangements seem to suit 
the conditions. I am using one 
centerboard, a 12-foot pine 
plank, pushed down between my 
balsa logs. It helps to keep the 
raft on course and makes steer- 
ing a little easier. Sometimes I 
use several but the biggest one, 
weighing nearly a ton, was cut 
loose since it was too heavy to 
handle after my illness. All the 
heavy work is becoming more 
difficult, I note, because of the 
rupture I suffered in flinging 
myself against the tanker that 
seemed intent on crushing my 
raft far back in Ecuador. 

A big dolphin—probably five 
feet long and 40 pounds—jumps 
a full six feet on the air. I look 
over the side and in the growing 
light, see Long Tom a few feet. 
from. my. side. “Don't worry, 
I'm tot falling overboard,” I say 
aloud to him, I have come to 
talk that way. Besides, Tom and 
I are old friends.

HARKS surropnd the “Seven 
S Little Sisters” constantly. But 

Tom, with his nine-foot-long 
torpedo body, has stayed with 
me since shortly after passing 
the Galapagos, and he will stay 
for many hundred miles more. 

I greet the morning. I talk to 
everything — clouds, sea, wind, 
exactly as to a person. It takes 
the strangeness and terror of the 
solitude away. It is not that I 
am lonely—for loneliness is an 
emotion suited for more ordi- 
nary surroundings. I feel as if 
I, alone, had no relation to time, 
space, land, people — everything 
that makes up what we call the 
world of ordinary lives. 

I go forward to look for flying 
fish. This is important; they are 
my bait for catching larger 
fish. But there are none—in the 
crack of the bamboo deck, on 
the cabin top, in the 26-foot fish- 
erman’s canoe I had bought in 
Ecuador in case of disaster or 
for landing on reefs. So I cuta 
strip of flesh from the silvery 
side of my last dolphin, which 


‘hangs in the rigging. But I must 


work fast. Once daylight pene- 
trates the sea, the dolphin, which 
I count as a staple in my diet, 
will see I have no flying fish 
and will shun my hook. 

Meekie, my black cat, comes 
out of her hiding place beneath 
the winch te watch the food- 
gathering ceremonies. She lives 
almost entirely on fish and since

me up again, my hands on the 
«wheel spokes before I am aware 
what I am doing, My wife had 
bought me an alarm clock in 
Callao, but I have never used 
it. My subconscious is trained 
to stand watch for me. 


It is noon. I get out the sex- 
tant and take a sight for lati- 
tude, It is not easy. The raft 
rolls rapidly and the swells blot 
out my view time after time. I 
take some more canihua and cof- 
fee and try to get a few minutes 
more sleep beside the wheel. 
Arising, I eat my raw sugar—a 
quarter pound today, for I feel 
short of energy. 


Now I will check the lashings 
that secure the raft’s balsa logs 
to guard against any undetected 
damage that might have occurred 
during my -illness. I find every- 
thing shipshape, but the job—~— 
like all the raft voyage itself— 
is a constant test of my stamina. 

I move forward to look at the 
lashings on the main logs. Sud- 
denly the raft begins to move 
into the wind. I dash across the 
deck, and just catch the wheel 
in time. Again I edge back to 
the business at hand. The wind 
is generally from the southeast, 
but keeps swinging to the easter- 
ly and then north. Jf the raft 
swings into the wind or ‘badly 
off course, I will have to lower 
the mizzen, put the wheel over 
and swing the mainsail yard 
around—a lot of work. 


Three p.m. has come and 
gone. At that hour I take my 
afternoon § sights. Oddly, al- 
though I have long since lost 
all sense of time, I must remain 
constantly aware of the hour— 
and not just on one clock. I 
must keep count of Greenwich 
and local time for navigation, 
the zonal time to account for 
local time and finally. Eastern 
Standard Time, to know when 
I should transmit my daily mes- 
Sages. 

Message time is 6 p.m.; my 
watch reads this hour now. I 
have begun to suspect that my 
messages are not being received, 
since the transmitter really 
needs one man to run the gen- 
erator, the other for the key. But 
I flash the words anyway; they 
are the only account of my Voy- 
age. Over 8364 megacycles, the 
wave length assigned by Peru, 
I give my position, say that all’s 
well. Nothing more. 

Time for fried fish. It is turn- 
ing cool, after a day which av- 
eraged 80 degrees. During this 
night, I know, as throughout the 
voyage, I will have to put on 
two sweaters, a flannel shirt and 
heavy jacket—and still feel the 
dampness penetrate to my mar- 
row. Fortunately my raft is the 
most seaworthy of all craft. in 
that I stay dry in good weather, 
though the

The night wears on. The squalls 
are coming close now, as they do 
nearly every day, and I get back 
on my feet to prepare for an 
emergency. It is getting close 
to dawn again. 
* * * 

CARRIED my water in 24 

five-gallon cans, 19 of which 

I stacked edgewise on the 
cracks between the logs under 
the bamboo deck. The five oth- 
ers I planned to shift here and 
there to steady my raft. When- 
ever I was out of water I raised 
the bamboo and took out two 
cans, enough to last me quite a 
while. I was to regret my ar- 
rangements, 

Fresh water is of course a 
sailor’s first concern and on my 
115-day raft voyage across the 
Pacific, my supply was pre- 
cious. I had estimated that I 
would sail with the Humboldt 
Current a maxfmum of 200 days 
to reach my destination. Drink- 
ing two quarts a day, I would 
need’ 100 gallons. As a safe- 
guard, I carried 480 quarts of 
pure watér, most of it supplied 
me by a water company from a 
Peruvian mountain spring. 

Before leaving Callao, I made 
several plans to carry more Wa- 
ter for emergencies. Each time 
the press of preparations pre- 
vented me from carrying these 
plans through. I was to regret 
this failure also. 

The day had broken fine and 
clear, and the wind was steady. 
It was Aug. 6—45 days from 
Callao. I had covered about 2100 
miles—nearly one-third of the 
course I must follow in my 
crossing. 

The day before, noticing my 
water supply was low, I had tak- 
en two water cans out of stor- 
age, opened one and taken out 
a little. Leaving the cans of 
deck, I forgot about them. Now 
I needed water for my morning 
coffee. I went to the opened 
can: it was empty. I reached 
over and grabbed the other one: 
it was bone dry too 


Most of the cans I'd stored 


under the deck were in a sec- 
tion close to the stern of the 


raft. The others e in another 
section just forward—a more 
prot position.

were the last from this section 
not so open to the waves that 
often crashed over the stern 
and ran down my raft’s logs. ~

I turned over ideas. A few 
cans of Meekie’s evaporated milk 
remained, but this was too little 
to count, and besides I'd have 
to drink a can’s entire contents 
immediately after opening. 
Otherwise it would sour. I might 
squeeze a little water out of the 
flesh of the smaller fish I 
caught, but only a little. I knew 
that if I cut a hole in the sides 
of big ones—50 pounds or more 
—fresh water from their flesh 
would slowly fill it. That might 
help some. But there were days 
when I did not get a bite. 

_I calculated. The nine gal- 
lons left, as I gauged it, would 
give me about one cup a day 


for the duration of the 200-day . 


voyage I had to plan for—about 
155 days. I tried to measure 
what this would mean. Was a 
ig | a day, or perhaps a cup and 
a half, enough? Could I sur- 
vive on that? 


I decided I could not. I would 
need more than a cup of water 
a day to survive while sailing 
within 300 miles of the equator. 
I could not depend on rain at 
this time of year, not until Sep- 
tember or October—months 
away. I was correct in this 
estimate. It rained once about 
the end of August, but after that 
it did not rain until Oct. 13, 
only two days before I landed in 
Samoa. I would have to find 
something else to keep my body 
from becoming dehydrated. 

I was up against the wail. I 
looked to the sea. I recalled 
how, when I sailed on square- 
riggers as a boy, we lacked fresh 
food in our diet. Along with 
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After that, I drank a cup to 
a cup and a half of fresh water 
a day, using it only in coffee 
and cereal, and one cup of sea 
water, or perhaps a cup and a 
half. As the voyage progressed, 
I grew weaker, but I attributed 
this to the incessant labor and 
sleeplessness. Never after this 
first trial did I wonder and 
worry about drinking sea water 
again; it became part of -my 
routine. My remaining sriall 
store of fresh water held out 
on my cup-a-day schedule until 
I ran into the first rain, much 
later in the voyage. Ofly then 
was I able to stop drinking sea 
water. 

(Editor’s note: The United 
States Navy Bureau of Medi- 
cine was queried on Willis’s ex- 
periences drinking sea water 
during most of his 115-day raft 
voyage. Comdr. R. A. Phillips 
said that studies of the feasibil- 
ity of castaways drinking sea 
water to aid in survival were 
now under way and these in- 
terim conclusions had been 
reached: sea water contains a 
concentration of 34% per cent 
salt, while normally healthy kid- 
neys can handle 2 per cent. On 
a diet containing 50 per cent 
fresh water and 50 per cent salt, 
the Commander said, survival 
is possible “for a reasonable 
time,” although a heavy fish 
diet, being rich in_ protein, 
would normally require more 
fresh water, and dehydratton 
would be an eventual risk. One 
important factor governing in- 
dividual capabilities to take sea 
water, he added, was the in- 


dividual’s general health.)

As 
things turned out, it was noth- 
ing. 

West opened his top heart 
and East won with the jack. 
Then, taking the proper view 
of the singleton club and two 
trumps in dummy, East shifted 
to trumps—but his selection of 
the king was not so proper, De- 
clarer took the trick and laid 
down the king of clubs, and this 
put West in a most unpleasant 
spot. He captured the club 
king, of course, but then it be- 
came a question of knocking out 
dummy’s second trump without 
West's squandering a sures 
trump trick of his own, and that 
little feat could not be accom- 
plished. West tried, by shifting 
to diamonds, hoping East could 
win and lead another trump, 
but it was South who got in, 
and he lost no time in ruffing 
his low club. The consequence 
was that South took four trump 
tricks, the diamond ace, two 
high clubs and one club ruff, 
for the very satisfying total (to 
him!) of eight tricks. 

East’s courage in the matter 
of doubling two spades would 
have ‘paid off splendidly if he 
had taken a more realistic view 
of the trump situation. As in- 
dicated previously, the trump 
shift at, Trick 2 was vital, but 
why lead the king?
